Fatal collision

A New Tecumseth cyclist was 
killed when his bike collided 
with a pickup truck Wednesday 
morning. South Simcoe police 
say the 70-year-old man was 
travelling east on Bradford 
Line 4, between 5 Sideroad 
and Highway 27, when he was 
struck at approximately 6:40 
a.m. “It looks like he was just 
riding east in the travelling 
lane, when he was hit by a 
(truck) in the same lane,

He suggested that the driver 
of the pickup, a 42-year-old 
Alliston man, may have been 
temporarily blinded by the sun.

The topics were growth and 
population, and Downtown 
Bradford. Facilitator Joe Neth- 
ery, senior project manager 
with MMM Group, explained 

Places to Grow policies and 
legislation, enshrined in the 
County of Simcoe’s Official 

West Gwillimbury will grow 
to a population of 50,500 from 
the current 35,000 by 2031, and 
from 9,400 jobs to 18,000. 


“These numbers reflect fairly 
significant growth," said Neth- 
ery. The town's existing Official 
Plan proposes a population of 
47,800 by 2026; the new target 
adds another 2,700 people. 

“What does that 2,700 look 
like, and where would it go?" 
he asked a crowd of about 30,

E very time a townhome 
proposal comes before 
Bradford West GwiUimbury council, 
there seems to be hand-wringing 
and heart-burning over visitor 
parking. 

With the narrower lot frontages 
associated with townhomes, there is 
generally limited on-street parking 
available in front of the units. 

The standard in recent years has 
been to allow developers to treat 
townhouses as part of an overall 
plan of subdivision - averaging out 
the number of on-street spaces, and 
in effect “double-counting’’ parking 
spaces, by allocating on-street 
visitor parking on neighbouring 
streets. It’s a situation that has 
led to congestion, occasionally 
unsafe situations for both motorists 
and pedestrians, and resident 
complaints. 

Surely there is a simple solution, 
through the town’s Official Plan, 
now up for review: treat townhouses 


not as part of an overall plan of 
subdivision, but as enclaves, and 
ensure that each proposal includes 
sufficient visitor parking within the 
boundaries of that enclave. 

It may prevent developers from 
maximizing the number of units that 
can be crammed onto a site, but it 
will result in better-designed, more 
liveable townhome developments, 
and acknowledge reality: townhouse 
dwellers do have visitors. 

Not every townhouse 
development pushes visitor parking 
onto neighbouring streets - where, 
in fact, there may be parking 
restrictions. A number of new 
developments have incorporated 
"window streets,” where the 
driveways are accessed off a 
separate road rather than the main 
arterial road. It’s a configuration that 
improves safety for the residents, 
provides additional on-street 
parking, and is just good planning 
- without the hand-wringing and 
heart-burning.

Nature Heritage 

To the editor: Today, Aug. 18, the 
Ontario Heritage Trust, in partner¬ 


ship with the Nipissing Naturalists Club, 
will unveil a provincial plaque to com¬ 
memorate naturalist Louise de Kir- 
iline Lawrence, in Bonfield, Ontario. 

Louise de Kiriline Lawrence was an early 
environmentalist and an intemationally- 
renowned ornithologist and author. She 
contributed to our knowledge of North 
American wildlife through her detailed 
observation and exhaustive fieldwork. 

In 1927, Louise immigrated to Canada 
and settled in northern Ontario, where she 
was head nurse to the Dionne Quintuplets 
in 1934. In 1939, she married Leonard Law¬ 
rence; the couple settled on the Mattawa 
River where they built a log cabin. At this 
point, she became committed to the natu¬ 
ralist activities that would make her famous. 

Throughout a lifetime of careful and 
patient observation, the self-taught Louise 
wrote over 500 reviews, 17 scientific papers 
and five books on wildlife, still in print 
today. A number of honours, including the 
annual Louise de Kiriline Lawrence Nature 
Festival organized by the Nipissing Natural¬ 
ists Club, ensure that her significant work in 
the field of natural science is remembered. 

The Ontario Heritage Trust’s Provin¬ 
cial Plaque Program commemorates sig¬ 
nificant people, places and events in 
Ontario’s history. Since 1956, over 1,270 
provincial plaques have been unveiled.

Great Ontario Auction 
for Nepal 

Coming up, Sept. 1-18: The Great Ontario 
Auction for Nepal. 

Nepal is still struggling to rebuild after the 
devastating 2015 Earthquake. The quake, 
which registered 7.8 on the Richter scale, 
devastated the central and mid-western 
portion of the country on April 25, destroying 
thousands of buildings. Seventeen days later, 
a 7.3 magnitude "aftershock” caused further 
damage and suffering. In all, at least 8,700 
people were killed, and more than 22,000 
were injured. 

Now, more than one year after the 
quakes, over 2.8 million people still need 
humanitarian aid; more than 1 million school 
children do not have access to education, 
and 32,000 classrooms still need to be 
repaired and renovated. 

The online Great Ontario Auction for Nepal 
will raise money to rebuild Devitar, a remote 
area of Nepal close to one of the epicentres. 
Plans are to reconstruct the library and a 
classroom in the local school, restocking 
both with furnishings and books. Plans are to 
begin construction in early October. 

The estimated budget? 1,526,493 Nepali 
Rupees - or $18,068.75 Canadian.

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Tough fight against a tough invader 


ditch is filled with bulrushes 
and cattails, a vanety of sedges, 
grasses, and a mix of flowering 
weeds, attracting butterflies 
and other pollinators.

It’s a scene that is becom¬ 
ing more and more common, 
as the invasive Phragmites 
australis spreads along road¬ 
sides and invades wetlands in 
Ontario. 

The invader is spread by 
both seeds and by rhizomes, 
long underground runners 

ally taking over ground and 
excluding other plants. It has 
a “secret weapon”: the rhi¬ 
zomes secrete gallic acid, 

light into mesoxalic acid, both 
of which are toxic to plants. 

In 2012, the Ministry of Nat¬ 
ural Resources & Forestry and 
South Simcoe Streams Net¬ 
work began a five-year man¬ 


ual control pilot project, ii 


The method involves manu¬ 
ally cutting the plants, with¬ 
out disturbing the rhizomes, 
before the plants flower in late 
luly or early August, followed 
by a second cut later in the 
summer. 

“At this point, we appear to 
be holding our own against 
their spread,” said Silvia 
Pedrazzi of the South Simcoe 
Streams Network. Recent cut¬ 
ting in the Holland Marsh and

The “strategic cutting 
method... appears to reduce

ment. It will take a deter¬

plants before the plume-like 
seed heads form, it's not too 
late to take action. Cut the 


seed heads first, and place in a 
heavy-duty plastic bag for safe 
disposal, then cut the plant 
back as close to the ground as 
possible, without disturbing 
the roots. 

spurs the plants to spread. 

Cut plants can be left in 
place, to dry out. When leav¬ 
ing the area, clean tools and 


brush off clothing, to avoid 
spreading the seeds. 

Just a note: There is a native 
version of the Common 
Reed, Phragmites america- 
nus, which looks like a mini¬ 
species. It is found as individ¬ 
ual plants, and does not form 
dense stands like Phragmites 
australis.

Rather than support the 
requests, BWG councillors 
have called for improvements 
to the current ambulance 
service, to relieve pressure on 
the fire departments. 

been ongoing for quite a long 
time,” said Councillor Mark 
Contois. “The added cost 
to the community for para¬ 
medic services is starting to 

BWG Fire & Emergency 
Services responded to 1,505 
calls in 2015; over half (824) 
were medical calls. 

Contois noted that the fed¬ 
eral government is calling for 


increased medical training for 
firefighters. "What they failed 
to do is provide funding.” 

Councillor Gary Baynes 
suggested the request was 

empowering fire departments 
to provide medical response, 
Simcoe County and the prov¬ 
ince should be increasing the 
number of ambulances, and 
improving response times. 

“Maybe we can take it to 
the county - get the county 
to delve into this," said Dep¬ 
uty Mayor James Leduc, not¬ 
ing that fire departments are 



already “getting inundated” 
with calls. Instead of cre¬ 
ating a new tier of medical 
response, and overlapping 
service, “you need to fix the 
ambulances, you need to fix

being one of three Grade 8 stu¬ 
dents in the Dunkerron school, 
which had a student body of about 
30 at the time. Her teacher was 
Florrie Beynon (McCallum), then 

Joan Bennett Benny’s mother, 
Emily Bennett, also taught at S.S. 
#1. “One of mom’s students was 
Orville Hughes,’’ she said. Hughes 
went on to become a West Gwillim- 
bury Twp. Councillor, Warden of 
Simcoe County, school board trus¬ 
tee - and a regular attendee at the 
reunion. He passed away this Jan¬ 
uary, at the age of 95. 

By the time S.S. #1 closed in 
1958, it had only 20 students. Kids 
were transferred to Sir William 
Osier Public School in Bond Head 
- but still remember the teachers, 
and the pranks, that characterized 
school days in the one-room Dun¬ 
kerron School. 

Fair, and the Beeton Fair Parade. 
An Arbour Day when, instead of 
cleaning up the school yard, the 
kids went fishing in the Holland 
River. The day of the Great Snow¬ 
ball Fight on Bob Forsythe's hill. 


The baseball diamond, where eve¬ 
ryone from the smallest Grade 1 
to Grade 8 played together. The 
Christmas Concerts, organized the 
talented Paxton family. 

Dunkerron was founded by 
Irish Quaker families, including 
the Doyles and Nolans. Originally 
named “Corbett’s Comers’; at one 
time the thriving hamlet had two 
churches, a blacksmith shop, three 
homes, and the schoolhouse. 

The first school, built circa 1853, 
was replaced by a brick building in 
1891 - which burned down. The 
familiar S.S. #1, with its separate 
doors for boys and girls, was built 
in 1898. 

AUthough the community has 
dwindled, the memories and the 
ties are as strong as ever. About 50 
people attended this year's reun¬ 
ion, held July 27 at the 1812 Grill- 
house. They reminisced, and 
enjoyed a buffet dinner, followed 
by karaoke. 

There was even a cake decorated 
with aphoto of the old school, cre¬ 
ated by Nancy Young, bearing the 
words, "Let's keep S.S. #1 in our 
hearts for ever" 


Heritage matters in BWG 


The Corporation of the Town 
of Bradford West Gwillimbury, on 
Aug. 19,2014, passed bylaw 2014- 
74 giving Heritage Designation to 
the Treasury Building at 61 Hol¬ 
land St East also known as the Old 
Town Hall. 

The Old Town Hall is a real 
attraction in the downtown area, 
with its distinctive yellow and 
salmon brickwork. Not only has 
the building been preserved for 
all to enjoy, there is also a Clock 
Tower, built to commemorate the 
millennium (Year 2000), beauti¬ 
ful landscaping, and benches for 
those wanting to take in the sur¬ 
roundings. 

The Old Town Hall itself was 


built circa 1862. This building has 
served many public roles: munic- 

school, and community hall. It was 
one of the few buildings in down¬ 
town Bradford to survive the great 
Are of 1871, and for over 150 years 
has served generations of political 
decision-makers that have shaped 
the town’s history. 

The two-storey building is in 
the "classical revival” architectural 
style, with a symmetrical facade 
and simplified Temple form. Build¬ 
ing components include a steeply- 
pitched centre gable, reminiscent of 
Gothic Revival, set into a shed roof, 
and flanked by corbelled parapets, 
and a plain comice and frieze sup¬ 


ported on brackets. The windows 
are set into segmented arch open¬ 
ings ornamented with alternating 
Voussoirs and “ears” of dichromatic 
brick, and stone or concrete lug 
sills. The centre window above the 
main entrance is raised above the 
entrance gable, tying together the 
facade and entrance projection. 

The rubble stone foundation, 
and the brick cladding (while sand¬ 
blasted) are both original; the win- 

imposing edifice still looks very 
much as it did in the previous cen¬ 
tury - creating continuity, both vis¬ 
ually and historically.

Historians on a Mystery Bus Tour

Destination: unknown. About 20 history-lovers met at 
Bond Mead United Church on July 10, for a “Mystery 
Tour” of historic sites in Bradford West Gwillimbury 
and New Tecumseth. For only $5 per person, they were 
invited to step aboard the big yellow school bus, for 
a tour of historic churches, cemeteries and cairns. 
Highlights included a visit to St. Catherine of Alexandria 
Catholic Church (Byzantine Rite) in Bond Head - once 
the church of Anglican minister, Rev. Featherstone 
Osier. The tour also visited the cairn set up to honour 
Osier’s famous son, Sir William Osier, recognized as the 
father of modern diagnostic medicine. Then the bus 
headed out to St. John’s Anglican, on the 6th Line of 
New Tecumseth, built in 1881; the Rich Hill cemetery, 
site of St. Margaret's of Scotland Church; Monkman’s 
cemetery, dating back to 1836 - where all that remains 
is a cairn, made of monuments from the abandoned 
cemetery; and the Penville site, before returning to 
Bond Head for refreshments, and reflection. 
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
